The bonds are investment
securities and negotiable instruments within the
megning of and for purposes of the uniform commercial
code.

2. Bonds issued under this section are payable
solely and only out of the moneys, assets, or revenues
of the grow lowa values fund and any bond reserve
funds established pursuant to section 12.92, all of
which may be deposited with trustees or depositories
in accordance with bond or security documents and
pledged to the payment thereof. Bonds issued under
this section shall contain on their face a statement
that the bonds do not constitute an indebtedness of
the state. The treasurer of state shall not pledge
the credit or taxing power of this state or any
political subdivision of the state or make bonds
issued pursuant to this section payable out of any
moneys except those in the grow lowa values fund.

persons authorized to invest in bonds or other
obligations of_the state may properly and legall
invest funds, including capital, in their control or
belonging to them.

7. Neither the resolution, trust indenture, nor
any other instrument by which a pledge is created
needs to be recorded or filed under the lowa uniform
commercial code to be valid, binding, or effective.

8. Bonds issued under the provisions of this
section are declared to be issued for a general public
and governmental purpose and all bonds issued under
this section shall be exempt from taxation by the
state of lowa and the interest on the bonds shall be
exempt from the state income tax and the state
inheritance and estate tax.

9. Subject to the terms of any bond documents,
moneys in the grow lowa values fund may be expended
for administration expenses.

Until the proceeds of bonds issued
for the purpose of refunding outstanding bonds are
applied to the purchase or retirement of outstanding
bonds or the redemption of outstanding bonds, the
proceeds may be placed in escrow and be invested and
reinvested In accordance with the provisions of this
section. The interest, income, and profits earned or
realized on an investment may also be applied to the
payment of the outstanding bonds to be refunded by
purchase, retirement, or redemption. After the terms
of the escrow have been fully satisfied and carried
out, any balance of proceeds and interest earned or
realized on the investments may be returned to the
treasurer of state for deposit in the grow lowa values
fund established in section 15G.108.

respect to the bonds and to carry out the purposes of
the fund, including but not limited to such
arrangements, instruments, contracts, and agreements
as municipal bond insurance, self=insurance or
liquidity trusts, accounts, pools or other
arrangements, liquidity facilities or covenants,
letters of credit, and interest rate agreements.

12. For ﬁurposes of this section and sections
12.92 through 12.95, the term "bonds"™ means bonds,
notes, and other obligations and financing
arrangements issued or entered into by the treasurer
of state and the term "interest rate agreement'” means
an interest rate swap or exchange agreement, an
agreement establishing an interest rate floor or
ceiling or both, or any similar agreement. Any such
agreement may include the option to enter into or
cancel the agreement or to reverse or extend the
agreement.



Sec. 21. NEW SECTION. 12.92 GROW IOWA VALUES
FUND ACCOUNTS AND RESERVE FUNDS.

1. The treasurer of state shall establish such
accounts within the grow lowa values fund created in
section 15G.108 as may be appropriate, including debt
service accounts for the purpose of paying the
principal of, redemption premium, if any, and interest
on bonds payable therefrom. Moneys in the debt
service accounts shall not be subject to agpropriation
for any other purpose by the general assembly, but
shall be used only for the purposes of paying the
principal of, redemption premium, if any, and interest
on the bonds payable therefrom.

2. Revenue for the grow lowa values fund shall
include, but is not limited to, the following, which
shall be deposited with the treasurer of state or its
designee as provided b% any bond or security documents
and credited to the debt service account:

a. The proceeds of bonds issued to capitalize and
pay the costs of the fund and investment earnings on
the proceeds.

Interest attributable to investment of moneys
in the fund or_an account of the fund.

c._ Moneys in the form of a devise, gift, bequest,
donation, federal or other grant, reimbursement,
repayment, judgment, transfer, payment, or
aﬁpropriation rom any source intended to be used for
the purposes of the fund or account.

3. a. The treasurer of state may create and
establish one or more special funds, to be known as
"bond reserve funds', to secure one or more issues of
bonds issued pursuant to section 12.91. The treasurer
of state shall pay into each bond reserve fund any
moneys appropriated and made available by the state or
treasurer of state for the purpose of the fund, any
proceeds of sale of bonds to the extent provided in
the resolutions or trust indentures authorizing their
issuance, and any other moneys which may be available
to the treasurer of state for the purpose of the fund
from any other sources. All moneys held in a bond
reserve fund, except as otherwise provided in this
chapter, shall be used as required solely for the
payment of the principal of bonds secured in whole or
in part by the fund or of the sinking fund payments
with respect to the bonds, the purchase or redemption
of the bonds, the payment of interest on the bonds, or
the payments of any redemption premium required to be
paid when the bonds are redeemed prior to maturity.

b. Moneys in a bond reserve fund shall not be
withdrawn from it at any time in an amount that will
reduce the amount of the fund to less than the bond
reserve fund requirement established for the fund, as
provided in this subsection, except for the purpose of
makin%, with respect to bonds secured in whole or in
part by the fund, payment when due of principal,
interest, redemption premiums, and the sinking fund
payments with respect to the bonds for the payment of
which other moneys of the treasurer of state are not
available.

Any income or interest earned by, or incremental
to, a bond reserve fund due to the investment of it
may be transferred by the treasurer of state to other
funds or accounts to the extent the transfer does not
reduce the amount of that bond reserve fund below the
bond reserve fund requirement for it.

c. The treasurer of state shall not at any time
issue bonds, secured in whole or in part by a bond
reserve fund, if, upon the issuance of the bonds, the
amount in the bond reserve fund will be less than the
bond reserve fund requirement for the fund, unless the
treasurer of state at the time of issuance of the
bonds deposits in the fund from the proceeds of the
bonds issued or from other sources an amount which,
together with the amount then in the fund, will not be
less than the bond reserve fund requirement for the
fund. For the purposes of this subsection, the term
"bond reserve fund requirement” means, as of any
particular date of computation, an amount of money, as
provided in the resolutions or trust indentures
authorizing the bonds with respect to which the fund
is established.



15 24 d. To assure the continued solvency of any bonds
15 25 secured by the bond reserve fund, provision is made in
15 26 paragraph '"a'" for the accumulation in each bond

15 27 reserve fund of an amount equal to the bond reserve

15 28 requirement for the fund. In order to further assure
